Drawings 

1 . The drawings were received on February 27, 2008. These drawings are 
acceptable. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claims 4-5, 8 and 1 6-21 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

In claim 4, line 5, "a logic 1 value" should be "a logic 1 bit value"; line 6, "the other 
half of the" should be "a second half of the plurality of; line 1 1 , "a logic 0 value" should 
be "a logic 0 bit value"; line 15, "the first and second logic are" should be "the first logic 
and the second logic are"; and line 16, "registers" should be "the first and second N bit 
shift registers". 

Claim 5 depends from claim 4. 

In claim 8, line 6, "identify the" should be "identify a". 

In claim 16, lines 1-2, "further comprising: a pre-loader coupled" should be 
"wherein the pre-coder couples". 

Claim 16 (lines 2-3), claim 18 (line 2) and claim 23 (line 2), "shift registers" should 
be "the first and second shift registers". 

Claim 16 (line 5), claim 19 (lines 2 and 5) and claim 24 (lines 2 and 5), "shift 
registers" should be "first and second shift registers". 
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In line 8 of both claims 17 and 22, "PN code determined by a best correlated PN" 
should be "PN code sequence determined by a best correlated PN code". 

Claim 24 (line 4) and claim 25 (line 2), the word "further" should be deleted. 
Claims 20 and 21 depend either directly or indirectly from claim 17. 
Claim 26 depends from claim 22. 
Appropriate correction is required.

3. Claims 1-3, 6-7, 9, and 13-15 are allowed. 

4. Claims 4-5, 8 and 16-26 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome 
the objection(s) set forth in this Office action.
